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Council Discusses CB-8

After an involved discussion 
at the June 26 regular meeting, 
the Greenbelt City Council 
agreed to take no position on 
County Bill 8-2000 (CB-8), 
which would enable the imple- 
mentation of the zoning propos- 
als in the Greenbelt Metro Area 
Sector Plan. Council Member 
Rodney Roberts voiced the opin- 
ion that “it’s best to see what 
develops with the sector plan” 
before we support a bill that 
would facilitate the plan’s adop- 
tion. There was more discussion 
of the city’s response to the Sec- 
tor Plan and even more business 
dealing with development, as 
Greenbelt and District Heights 
agreed to “swap” Program Open 
Space dollars so that District 
Heights could proceed with a $1 
million bike path and Greenbelt 
continue its acquisition of open 
space. 

CB-8 

CB-8 may or may not pass, 
but at this point, it will rise or 
fall without the Greenbelt City 
Council taking a position. 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
moved to support the legislation, 
seconded by Mayor Judith 
Davis, but after considerable dis- 
cussion council could not agree 
on a position. Those in favor 





thought that CB-8 was a reason- 
able action to move the process 
ahead and that it did not weaken 
but instead facilitated the city’s 
role in planning and review of 
future development around the 
Metro site. Those opposed 
thought, as Roberts did, that this 
legislation put the “cart before 
the horse.” Barry Schlesinger 
stated that the city should look 
closely at the details to be sure 
about what it was. recommending. 
He thought that the flexibility 
that might come with CB-8 could 
bypass due process. On the 
other hand, Kap Kapastin, of 
Quantum Management Company, 
which manages Beltway Plaza, 
expressed his concern that the 
bill would set overly-strict stan- 
dards, for example, on signage. 
He said such strict standards 
might jeopardize bringing na- 
tional retailers to Greenbelt. 
Kapastin said that the legislation 
needed to consider the necessary 
marketing and financial situa- 
tions. 

There was even disagreement 
as to whether the bill is likely to 
pass, with some saying that re- 


cent Opposition makes passage — 


somewhat doubtful contrary to 
original assumptions. This issue 
may come back for further dis- 
cussion at the next Council meet- 





ing on July 10. 
Open Space Swap 
In response to a request from 
District Heights, Council agreed 
to a swap between the two cities 
of Program Open Space alloca- 
tions. This is just a bookkeeping 
switch rather than the actual ex- 
change of real dollars. District 
Heights needs another $157,000 
from the program for its match 
toward the construction of a $1 
million bike path through town 
State open space funds are 
allocated to each county or mu- 
nicipality. Half of the monies 
allocated must be used for land

Playgrounds to Be Made Safer

Bringing the city’s 31. play- 
grounds into compliance with 
safety codes could cost over 
$266,000 over the next six years. 
Recreation Director Hank Irving 
and Bill Phelan, acting superin- 
tendent of operations of the Pub- 
lic Works Department, presented 
a plan for correcting potential 
safety problems to the Greenbelt 
City Council at its May 22 regu- 
lar meeting. Council and staff 
will discuss the plan in more de- 
tail at a worksession on Wednes- 
day, July 12. 

-. Most city playgrounds do not 
completely comply with safety 
standards despite much of the 
equipment having been pur- 
chased within the last 10 years. 
Although the city only purchases 
equipment that complies with 
standards, those standards are 
constantly changing. There are 
currently two sets of standards— 
one from the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission and one from 
the American Society for Testing 
and Materials. Although the city 
is not legaily required to comply 
with either standard, both are 
recognized by the courts, Irving 
said. Although injuries in city 
playgrounds are “minimal,” ac- 
cording to Irving, that would be 
irrelevant in a lawsuit. 

Another set of standards has 
yet to be issued. Irving said that 
new regulations based upon the 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
have been pending for over two 
years. This leaves the city with 
some uncertainty as to what will 
be required to meet its goal of 


having “fully accessible” play- 
grounds, although staff believes 
that the recommended surface 
material will meet the guidelines, 
once issued. 

The city staff has proposed a 
six-year plan that addresses the 
most significant safety hazards 
first. There are 11 playgrounds in 
the city that do not meet the stan- 
dard for appropriate surface mate- 
rial. This is considered a poten- 
tially life threatening situation that 
should be corrected as soon as 
possible. Thus, the current bud- 
get sets aside $130,200 for play- 
ground improvements, by far the 
most for any year in the plan. 

Major Change 

Three of these playgrounds 
will be eliminated according to 
the report. The one at Greenbriar 
park will not be replaced based 
upon concerns raised by neighbor- 
ing residents about illegal activi- 
ties occurring at this playground. 
The city plans to work with the 
community to determine if there 
is a need for a playground at an- 
other location. 

The playgrounds at 31 and 39 
Ridge will be removed and a 
new, consolidated playground will 
be created on city parkland be- 
hind 56 Crescent. All three sites 
are in the superblock bounded by 
Gardenway, Eastway, Ridge and 
Crescent. 

Throughout the city, residents 
will see playground surfaces up- 
graded with engineered wood fi- 
ber material in wood frames with 
full drainage systems. 
said that the surface material 
looks like “cheap mulch.” Al-

though it may look cheap, bring- 
ing the surfaces below and 
around playground equipment up 
to standards is anything but. To 
reduce costs, the plan calls for 
rearranging equipment in several 
city playgrounds to reduce the 
amount of surface material 
needed. Councilmember Thomas 
White questioned this approach, 
arguing that, from a kid’s per- 


spective, the mad dash from one 


piece of equipment to another is 
a part of the fun. There are also 
socialization issues around equip- 
ment placement, he said. 

In evaluating playground 
equipment, Phelan said, one thing 
that must be taken into account is 
that “kids do real strange stuff.” 
Equipment needs to be safe even 
when children are playing on it 
in ways the manufacturer never 
intended. Some equipment can 
be retrofitted to eliminate poten- 
tial problems such as a child’s 
head getting stuck in a gap be- 
tween equipment parts (such as 


steps or foot rails), or someone 


strangling because a hood’s draw- 
string got caught on a protruding 
bolt. Other equipment must be 
removed. 

Merry-go-rounds will be re- 
moved and not replaced, under 
the staff plan. Although the 
merry-go-rounds currently in city 
playgrounds are much safer than 
those many readers may remem- 
ber from their childhoods, they 
no longer comply with safety 


standards. Phelan recommended 


against buying new merry-go- 
rounds, which although safe are 
“no fun at all.”

Principal Selection Plans 
Worry Parents, Teachers

Two emergency meetings of 


the Eleanor Roosevelt High © 


School (ERHS) Parent, Teacher, 
Student Association (PTSA) were 
held last week. The first smaller 
meeting was held on June 26, 
followed by a larger meeting on 
June 29. At the latter meeting, 
more than 130 parents, teachers, 
students, and community mem- 
bers were present. It appeared 
that at least one-third of the 
group were ERHS teachers and 
staff. Leta Mach, chair of the 
Greenbelt Advisory Committee on 
Education also attended. The 
meeting was led by outgoing 
PTSA President Dale Manty and 
incoming President Allen Elliott. 
A-number of issues were dis- 
cussed including the lack of writ- 
ten guidelines for selecting a new 
principal; the fact that ERHS will 
lose 4.5 faculty this year despite 
the fact that enrollment is slated 
to increase somewhat; and the 
possibility that the school will 
lose a prized vice principal, 
Reggie McNeill. 
Fall Classes 

Manty and Elliott assured 
those present that school will 
open smoothly in the fall. Re- 
cently retired principal Gerald 
Boarman has set up class sched- 
ules and current vice principal 
Gary King will be acting princi- 
pal. However, schedules were set 
prior to the information that there 


may be more students and fewer 
teachers in the fall. 
Vice Principals 

As part of a reduction of 17 
high school vice principals 
throughout the school system, 
vice principal Reggie McNeill is 
being reassigned. This is of spe- 
cial concern because McNeill ts 
also coordinator of the successful 
QUEST program, which prepares 
7th and 8th grade minority and 
other students to compete suc- 
cessfully tn the Science and 
Technology Program. It was 
proposed that concerned people 
write to Schools Superintendent 
Iris Metts. The PTSA reported 


that more than 100 letters were | 


forwarded. In addition, an- 
other vice principal, Claudine 
Wilson retired at the end of the 
school year. Wilson was the last 
dean of ERHS when Boarman 
held the title of Chief Educa- 
tional Administrator. 
Principals 

Of primary concern to the 
PTSA is the selection of a new 
principal. There is concern 
about the selection criteria, and 
especially the reported lack of 
written criteria for sélection not 


only for the ERHS principal but — 


for all county principals. In a 
written issues paper the PTSA 
stated that a representative of the 
superintendent said a new pro- 
cess is being used to choose

principals, but “this process is not 
yet in writing and in successive 
contacts (with the superintendent’s 
office) the description of this pro- 
cess changed from one day to the 
next.”” There will be community in- 
volvement in the selection but the 
composition of this committee is 
not set at the present time. The 
PTSA is particularly concerned that 
it is proposed that applicants be 
prescreened and that the committee 
will only be involved in reviewing 
those applicants, not all applicants. 
An issues paper was distributed at 
the meeting for input. 

In response to a question from 
the audience, the PTSA confirmed 
that Michael Reidy, former ERHS 
dean, and currently the principal of 
a high school in Calvert County 
had applied for a Prince George's 
County principal position but had 
not passed the prescreening process 
even though Reidy’s school has 
been named a Blue Ribbon school 
under his leadership. Manty indi- 
cated that he was not proposing 
backing Reidy for principal but us- 
ing this incident as a concern for 
the prescreening and selection pro- 
cess in general. 

Second Meeting | 

Frustration was in the air at the 
June 29 meeting. This frustration 
included a review of the June 26 
meeting at which both Boarman 
and the Greenbelt school board 
representative Jim Henderson were 
present. At that meeting, and con- 
firmed by Manty, Boarman indi- 
cated that in his retirement letter, 
he indicated to Metts that he would 
be available to work until June 30 
or July 31 to help with the transi- 
tion. However, he did not get a 


reply from Metts so June 30 was |?! 


his final official day. The impor- 
tance of these issues was impressed 
on Henderson, who said he would 


place them on the July 6 school | 


board meeting agenda. This meet- 
ing is the last of the summer. It 
remains unclear if the PTSA con- 
cerns have been placed on the 
agenda. 
On to Upper Marlboro 
The final decision made was 


to have a large ERHS presence at | 


the July 6 school board meeting. 
Interested people were encour- 
aged to ask to sign up to speak 
as visitors. A possible rally be- 
fore the meeting was discussed. 
An ERHS teacher commented 
“that Dr. Metts has backed down” 
before when a community is re- 
ally involved and used a big turn- 
out for the board meeting to get 
their point across. A parent of 
several ERHS students, who 
asked not to be identified, argued 
that “We are too adversarial. We 
must stay polite and politically 
correct. Even if the process is 
not what we want it to be, we 
must welcome that person and 
show that person what ERHS is 
like.”

The other half may be 
used for parkland improvements, 
but can also be used for land ac- 
quisition. District Heights is fully 
developed and can’t use its land 
acquisition fund allocation.

Control Aggressive Mosquitos in the Yard 


The Asian Tiger mosquito is a 
very aggressive day-biting mos- 
quito which has become a serious 
pest in parts of Prince George’s 
County. It is a black mosquito 
with white stripes on the legs and 
a white stripe down the middle of 
its head and back. 

This mosquito lays its eggs in 
containers or in holes in trees. In 
order to keep this mosquito con- 
trolled, check the yard for water- 
holding containers such as: tires, 
kiddie pools not in use, buckets,
